INTRODrCTORY  NOTE 

The  foll»>\viiii;  revision  :ul(l>  ilir  counties  of  Socorii*  and  Valencia  in  New 
Mexico  to  the  lii;hlly  infesicil  areas.  Tlii'ie  arc  no  ninninj;  facilities  in  these 
counties  and  the  small  anionnl  t>f  cotton  jjrown  therein  is  carrietl  into  the  adja- 
cent regulated  area  for  iiinnini;.  The  inclnsi<tn  of  these  counties  in  the  regulateil 
area  allows  such  seed  to  he  returneil  after  giiniing  to  farms  and  ranches  in 
SiR-orro  and  Nalencia  Ct)unties  for  planting  and  feeding  purposes.  No  other 
changes  are  made  in  the  regulations.

AMENDMENT   NO.   3   TO   REVISED   RILES   AND   REGULATIONS 
SUPPLEMENTAL  TO   NOTICE   OF   QUARANTINE   NO.   52 

(Approved  October  27.  1987  ;  effective  October  2S.  1937) 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20.  1912 
(87  Stat.  315).  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917  (89 
Stat.  1134.  llOo).  it  is  ordered  that  regulation  3  of  the  revised  rules  and  regula- 
tions supi)Iemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52,  on  account  of  the  pink  boll- 
worm  of  cotton,  which  were  promulgated  on  Octolx'r  1.8,  198(5.  as  amended  effec- 
tive Decemb^T  1,  1986.  and  further  amended  effective  Ai)ril  tJ.  1987.  be.  and  the 
.sjime  is  hereby,  still  further  amended  lo  read  as  follows: 

Regulation  3.  Regulated  Areas;  Heavily  and  Lightly  Infested  Areas 

UBGn-\TKn  Ark\s 

In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  (revised),  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas,  for  tlu'  purpose  of  these 
regulation-^,  the  following  counties  in  Arizona.  New  Mexico,  and  Texas,  including 
all  cities,  districts,  towns,  townsliips,  and  other  iM)litical  subdivisions  within  their 
limits : 

[rizona  area. — Counties  of  <'ochisti.  (Jrahain,  and  Greenlee. 

\eic  ilexieo  ana. — Counties  of  Chaves,  Dona  Ana,  Eddy,  Grant,  Hidalgo,  Lea. 
Luna.  Otero,  Roosevelt,  Sierra.  Socorro,  and  Valencia. 

Texas  area. — Counties  of  Andrews,  Brewster.  Cameron,  Cochran,  Crane,  Cul- 

l»erson.  Dawson.  Ector.  El   Paso.  Gaines.  Glass<(Kk,  Hidalgo.  Hockh'y,  Howard, 

Hud.sjK'th,  JeflP  Da\is.  L«»ving.  Martin.  Midland.   INm-os.  Presidio.   Reeves.   Starr. 

Terrell.    Terry.    Upton.    Wanl.    Wilhuy.    Winkler,    and    Yoakum;    that    part    of 
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Bailey  Comift-  Uiug  south  of  the  following-described  bouudary  Hue:  beginuing 
on  the  cast  line  of  said  county  where  the  county  Hue  intersects  the  northern 
boundary  line  of  league  207  ;  thence  west  following  the  northern  boundary  line 
of  leagues  207,  203,  191,  1^S,  175,  and  171  to  the  northeast  corner  uf  league 
171 ;  thence  south  on  the  western  line  of  league  171  to  the  northeast  corner  of 
the  W.  H.  L.  survey ;  thence  west  along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  W.  H.  L. 
survey  and  the  northern  bouudary  of  sections  68,  67,  66,  65,  64,  63,  62,  61. 
and  GO  of  Block  A  of  the  M.  B.  &  B.  survey  to  the  western  boundary  of 
said  county ;  that  part  of  Lamb  County  lying  south  of  the  following-de- 
'Sjcribed  boundary  line:  beginning  on  the  east  line  of  said  county  where  the 
•county  line  intersects  the  northern  boundary  line  of  section  9  of  the  R.  M. 
Thomson  survey  :  thence  west  following  the  northern  boundary  line  of  sections  \) 
and  10  of  the  K.  M.  Thomson  survey  and  the  nortlu'rn  boundary  line  of  sections 
6,  5,  4,  a,  2,  and  1  of  the  T.  A,  Thompson  survey  and  the  northeVn  boundary  line 
of  leagues  637,  630,  and  035  to  the  southeast  corner  of  league  239:  thence  north 
on  the  (>M stern  boundary  line  of  league  239  to  the  northeast  corner  of  said 
le;;^ue;  (lien<-e  west  on  tlie  northorii  boundary  line  of  leagues  239,  238,  233,  222, 
2^S*,  and  207  lo  the  we.slcrn  botnidnry  line  of  said  county. 

HICAVILY  INFESTED  AREAS 

Of  the  regulated  areas,  the  following  counties  and  parts  of  counties  are  here- 
by designated  as  heavily  infested  within  the  meaning  of  these  regulations: 

Counties  of  Brewster,  Culberson,  Jeft'  Davis,  Presidio,  and  Terrell,  in  the  State 
of  Texas,  and  all  of  Hudspeth  County  in  the  same  State  except  that  part  of 
the  northwest  corner  of  .said  county  lying  north  and  west  of  a  ridge  of  desert 
land  extending  from  the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande  northeasterly  through  the 
desert  immediately  west  of  the  town  of  McNary,  such  ridge  being  an  extension 
of  the  northwest  boundary  line  oi'  section  11,  block  G5V2. 

IJGHTLY    INFESTED    AREAS 

The  following  areas  are  designated  as  lightly  infested: 

The  counties  of  Cochise,  Graham,  and  Greenlee  in  Arizona  ;  ^  the  counties  of 
Chaves,  Dona  Ana,  Eddy,  Grant,  Hidalgo,  Lea,  Luna,  Otero,  Roosevelt,  Sierra 
Socorro,  and  Valencia  in  New  ^Mexico ;  the  entire  counties  of  Andrews,  Cameron, 
Cochran,  Crane,  Dawson,  Ector,  El  Paso,  Gaines,  Glasscock,  Hidalgo,  Hockley, 
Howard,  Loving,  Martin,  Midland,  I'ecos,  Reeves,  Starr,  Terry,  Upton,  Ward, 
Willacy,  Winkler,  and  Yoakum,  the  regulated  parts  of  Bailey  and  Lamb  Coun- 
ties in  Texas,  and  that  part  of  the  northwest  corner  of  Hudspeth  County,  Tex., 
lying  north  and  west  of  a  ridge  of  desert  land  extending  from  the  banks  of  the 
Rio  Grande  northeasterly  through  the  desert  immediately  west  of  the  town  of 
McNarv,  such  ridge  being  an  extension  of  the  northwest  boundarv  line  of  section 
11.  block  65i/>. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  October  28,  1937,  and  shall 
on  that  date  supersede  amendment  no.  2  which  became  effective  April  6,  1937.
